PARIS (AP) — Despite the 
bombing halt and expectations 
that the Vietnam peace talks 
wlU resume soon, prospects do 
not appear bright for speedy re­ 
lease of American airmen held 
prisoner in North Vietnam.

ANAHEIM (AP) — The Vet- 
eran Democratic president pro 
tern of the State Senate, Hugh 
M. Burns, stands formally cei* 
sured today by the California 
Democratic party. 
Voting unanimously, key par­ 
ty leaders, 
officially repri* 
manded Burns Saturday for sup­ 
porting Republican Richard M. 
Nixon for president.

As a senator, Burns is a 
member of the state central 
committee.

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Time For Defensive Driving 


The record-breaking e a rly snows in broad areas of the 
country provide a rem inder that, among other things, w inter 
requires an adjustment in driving habits. The qualities dem and­ 
ed of a good driver — a le rtn e ss, sound judgment, quick reaction 
in em ergencies, and so on — are even m ore urgently required 
when ice and snow and poor w inter visibility complicate m at­ 
te rs. 


It is true enough that lots of accidents, perhaps most of 
them, occur on a straightaw ay in good driving weather. That 
seem s to point to the d riv e r him self — the human element — as 
the chief cause of trouble on the road. But this makes it no 
less true that winter driving conditions, added to the factors that 
are routinely operative, heighten the accident danger. 


The intelligent, conscientious driver is aw are of this added 
danger, and behaves accordingly. He keeps a sharp eye out for 
icy patches on the road, slow s down when winter conditions 
reduce visibility, guards against trouble with the fellow who 
ro ars through a snow storm at top speed. W inter, more than any 
other season, is a tim e for defensive driving. 


Plastic House Coming 


F or a long, long tim e, the prospective home owner's choice 
has been pretty much lim ited to wood, brick or stone. Metal has 
been used a bit for housing; witness the Quonset hut. Adobe is a 
possibility. 
But in general, wood, brick and stone are the three 
basic m aterials. 


Adults accustomed to a world in which this is so may find 
it hard to accept the p lastic house. Yet p lastics, in one form or 
another, may be the wave of the future so far as family housing 
is concerned. Experim ents now in progress suggest that within 
a few y ears house buyers will have plastic models to choose 
from . 


Considering how p la stic s in particular and petrochem icals 
in general have developed over the past few decades, the plastic 
house 
is not so wild a d ream . Structures built of such m aterials 
as styrofoam and fiberglass and polyester resin have met many 
te sts. New m aterials keep em erging. The versatility of plastics 
seem s endless, and they lend them selves to a variety of p re ­ 
fabrication. The idea may take some getting used to, but the p la s­ 
tic house seem s to be on the way.

ON ‘THE GREAT TERROR» 
WASHINGTON 
- “ The G reat 
T e rro r" by Robert Conquest is 
the first authoritative, 
truly 
com prehensive account of one of 
the key events in this century— 
Josef S talin's vast and fearful 
blood-purge of toe Soviet Un­ 
ion. As such, it is both fright­ 
ening and im portant. And since 
it has received suspiciously 
little 
attention to date, it is 
the topic of this report. 
It is a frightening book be­ 
cause of what it tells us has 
been happening to huge secto rs 
of human society in toe suppos­ 
edly 
civilized 
20th century. 
C onsider, to begin with, Con­ 
quest's cool, elaborately docu­ 
m ented 
computation of those 
who lost their lives by S talin's 
will and by the hands of his 
dark m inions, Yagoda, Yezhov 
and B eria, and their subordi­ 
nate 
executioners, to rtu re rs 
and labor-cam p m anagers. 
A minimum count of the dead, 
according to Conquest, includes 
7 million peasantswho perished 
during Stalin’s forced collect­ 
ivization of agriculture, plus at 
least a million political purgees 
directly sentenced to death, plus 
another 12 million o r m ore 
“ p o liticals” who succumbed to 
the fearful death-In-life of the 
labor cam ps. 
“ T h u s," 
w rites 
Conquest 
coolly, “ we get a figure of 20 
m illion dead," and he adds that 
this figure is probably far too 
low. The contrast is interesting 
with toe first George F . Ken- 
nan's “ Siberia and toe Exile 
System ,” which touched off a 
perfect blaze of m oral indigna­ 
tion 
throughout 
the W estern 
world in toe late 19th century. 
When Kennan rendered his r e ­ 
port in 1891, the C zarist po­ 
lice seldom executed their po­ 
litical 
prisoners — who w ere 
K ennan's near-exclusive topic. 
Many “ p o liticals," m oreover, 
were m erely exiled to S iber­ 
ian villages— Kennan d escribes 
picnicking with one group. And 
if Kennan can be depended upon, 
the grand total of all political 
p riso n ers in Russia, cum ulated 
fo r the y ears 1879 through 1884, 
was no le ss than 749! 
Such was toe backw ardness of 
the m ost politically oppressive 
m ajor regim e that existed any­ 
w here on earth less than a cen­ 
tury ago. As other proofs of p ro ­ 
g re ss besides those that Con­ 
quest offers, we need only think 
of Adolf H itler’s methodical e x ­ 
tirpations and of toe uncounted 
tens of m illions who have been 
executed as class-enem ies o r 
hustled off to labor cam ps in 
Mao T se-tung’s China. 
T otalitarian regim es, capable 
of organizing what am ounts to 
human sacrifices with a m as­ 


sive efficiency wholly unknown 
In the barbarous past, a re in 
truth a novel and c h a ra c te ris­ 
tic feature of our century's h is ­ 
torical 
landscape. This is a 
fact, surely, that it would be im - 
prudent not to bear in mind. 
Yet Conquest’s book is so im ­ 
portant for quite other reaso n s. 
It is important, to begin with, 
because Brezhnev, Kosygin and 
just about all the other cu rren t 
Soviet leaders began toeir real 
clim bs up toe official ladder in 
the period of the terrib le blood 
bath. They got their firs t m a­ 
jor prom otions, in truth, by 
stepping into dead m en's shoes; 
and too often they had som e­ 
thing to do with chose shoes be­ 
ing vacated. And this, again, is 
a fact it would seem im prudent 
to forget. 
Yet Conquest’s book is even 
m ore 
im portant 
as 
a con­ 
tem porary warning. In England, 
one of the chief sinners, K ings­ 
ley Martin of the New S tates­ 
man, has actually thanked Con­ 
quest for putting so little stre s s 
on the partisan idiocy of the 
W estern left-wing intellectuals 
in the period of S talin's gigan­ 
tic crim es. 
Yet enough of these people are 
th ere— both the ra re truth - 
te lle rs like Edmund Wilson and 
the others like W alter D uranty, 
with his Pulitzer P rize aw ard­ 
ed for grossly m isleading toe 
whole United States; silly, pom­ 
pous Harold 
Laski, publicy 
buttering up the 
vile, blood­ 
stained Vyshinski; Owen L at- 
tim ore, lovingly praising two 
labor-cam p bosses on a par 
with toe bosses of Belsen and 
Auschwitz; Sidney and B eatrice 
Webb and Jean-Paul S artre and 
a good many of the re st. 
The implied warning is im ­ 
portant 
simply 
because 
toe 
sam e so rt of partisan idiocy is 
so obviously common among in­ 
tellectual left-w ingers today. 
The Soviet Union, to be sure, 
is regarded as old hat—hardly 
different from another capital­ 
ist state, which is also a d is­ 
astrous e rro r. China is the new 
dream -hom e; 
and 
the 
new 
heroes are figures like the pa­ 
thetic Che Guevara. 


There is even a good deal of 
the same sort of grossly m is­ 
leading reporting. (Com pare, 
for example, the ludicrous ex­ 
aggerations of G uevara's guer­ 
rilla movement before he was 
killed and the dreary little facts 
embalmed in his diary.) And in 
the long run, one m ust add, 
there will be toe sam e d isil­ 
lusionm ent, when Chinese com­ 
munism m utates, for exam ple, 
and another Robert Conquest 
can gather the true facts about 
Mao.

WASHINGTON - A railro ad 
man who has revolutionized one 
of the nation's m ajor railro ad s, 
the New York C entral, now p ro ­ 
poses a revolutionary concept 
for the regulation of tran sp o r­ 
tation. 
A lfred 
E. 
P erlm an, 
president of the new Penn C en­ 
tra l Transportation Company, 
points out that different from s 
of 
transportation —riv e r b a r­ 
ges, railro a d s and trucks— can­ 
not be rigidly departm entalized, 
but m ust be combined together 
for the best in terests of the pub­ 
lic. 
The United States Is the only 
nation on earth which prevents 
railro ad s from operating bus 
lines, 
aviation 
com panies, 
trucks, and w ater barge com p­ 
anies. If these services are in­ 
tegrated, toe public benefits; 
and Perlm an urges a national 
transportation policy to carry 
this out. 
The president of the combined 
New York C entral and Pennsyl­ 
vania R ailroads is making his 
proposal 
today 
(Nov. 18) at 
Syracuse U niversity, where he 
is receiving an aw ard fo r out­ 
standing 
achievem ent in the 
field of transportation. 
While Perlm an doesn’t men­ 
tion it, the Justice D epartm ent 
has been following a policy of 
OKing 
‘conglom erate 
m erg­ 
ers,»’ which means that Schen- 
ley, a whiskey d istille r, can 
m erge 
with Stanley-W arner 
T heatres, 
since they do not 
com pete. 
The Perlm an theory is just 
the opposite. He advocates m e r­ 
gers between com panies engag­ 
ed in the sam e field — such as 
railro ad s, which could carry 
freight by barge on long water 
hauls, then transfer to ra il or 
trucks for short inland hauls. 
Or an airline could m erge with 
a railro ad and coordinate long 
distance trip s by air with short 
trip s, a s between Washington, 
Philadelphia and New York, by 
fast stream lined train. 
“ The 
Interstate 
Com m erce 


Com m ission is as out of date 
as the Nineteenth C entury in its 
approach to regulation," says 
the man who elim inated the o n e­ 
tim e luxury train, the Tw en­ 
tieth Century Lim ited. “ If the 
regulatory gap continues, the 
free 
enterprise 
system 
in 
transportation is doom ed." 
P erlm an would strictly enforce 
the Sherman A ntitrust A ct, how­ 
ever, to protect the public. 


RAILROAD PIONEER 
P erlm an 's record is such that 
his ideas will carry a lot of 
weight 
in 
toe transportation 
world, including toe D epartm ent 
of Transporation in W ashington. 
When 
Robert R. Young won 
control of the New York C en­ 
tra l in 1954 after a d ram atic 
proxy fight, he discovered that 
toe legal staff on the ousted 
m anagement had prepared a pe­ 
tition in bankruptcy. The C en­ 
tra l's finances were that p re ­ 
carious. 
Young said to his new p re s i­ 
dent, “ Al, aren’t you sc a re d ? ” 
P erlm a n 's answer was an im ­ 
m ediate program of im prove­ 
m ent. He closed down some 
yards, enlarged o th ers, threw 
out obsolete equipm ent, even 
changed the tracks to accom o­ 
date the fast, m odern freight 
train s he had been using while 
president of the Denver & Rio 
Grande W estern. He turned the 
C entral 
from a 
p assen g e r- 
oriented trunk line into a fast 
freight line. 
The C entral had not yet re ­ 
covered when, in January 1958, 
Young commited suicide. The 
stock which Young had urged 
his friends to buy a t 50 with 
the prom ise that it would reach 
100, was as slow as 15 on the 
day he died. The C entral was 
called a “ railroad g raveyard.” 
But 
Perlm an made Young's 
dream come true. In le ss than 
10 y ears, he was able to report 
to the stockholders that “ 1966 
was the most profitable year in 
the history of toe New York 
C entral System .” In 1967 toe 
stock had reached a high of 86- 
1/2. P erlm an’s rescue is one of 
the great sagas of A m erican 
industry. 


BRITISH DIPLOMATIC 
CONTROL 
The B ritish governm ent defi­ 
nitely intends to go through 
with the appointment of John 


Freem an as the new am b assa­ 
dor to Washington, despite his 
criticism 
of 
P resident-elect 
Nixon. 
As editor of the New S tate s­ 
man from 1961 to 1965, F re e ­ 
man repeatedly attacked Nixon 
as “ a man of no principle” 
who “ dirtied his hands in Joe 
McCarthy’s 
cesspool” 
and 
whose defeat for toe C alifornia 
governorship in 1962 was “ a 
victory for decency in public 
life.” 
Both Nixon and Freem an have 
come a long way since those a t­ 
tacks. F o r the past three y ea rs, 
F reem an has served ably as toe 
British high com m issioner to 
India. The British have also 
kept up good 
relations with 
Nixon and have given him toe 
red -carp et 
treatm ent on his 
visits to England. 
Prim e M inister Harold W il­ 
son now believes, according to 
B ritish sources that the “ new 
Nixon” will accept toe “ new 
F reem an " as British am b assa­ 
dor to toe United States. 


SAVING INAUGURAL MONEY 
P resident-elect Nixon is going 
over the federal budget with a 
flnetooth comb, searching for 
ways to 
economize. H ere's a 
way he can save money from 
his very firs t day in office: 
Capital P laza cost toe taxpayers 
over $500,000, counting the con­ 
struction of 
such tem porary 
facilities as platform s for te le­ 
vision cam eras and seats for 
newsmen 
and invited guests. 
January 20 is usually cold, 
often with snow. Many people 
get colds o r even pneumonia just 
to see the President sworn in. 
The new P resident m ust en ­ 
danger his own health, along 
with Cabinet officials and m em ­ 
bers of C ongress. 
No one has ever come up with 
a logical defense of the expen­ 
sive, nonsensical outdoor c e re ­ 
mony, except to say that it is 
traditional, toe way things are 
done in Washington. However, 
h ere’s an alternative that would 
keep everybody healthier: 
Why not hold toe inaugura­ 
tion proceedings indoors in toe 
huge 
Washington A rm ory, not 
far from the Capitol? 
The taxpayers would be sp a r­ 
ed toe expense of building the 
outdoor facilities on Capitol 
Plaza and, equally im portant, 
everyone would be warm .

The record -breaklnf early 
snows In broad areas of the 
country provide a rem inder that, among other things, w inter 
requires an adjustment in driving habits. The qualities dem and­ 
ed of a good driver — a le rtn e ss, sound judgment, quick reaction 
In em ergencies, and so on — are even more urgently required 
when lea and snow and poor winter visibility complicate m at­ 
te rs. 


It Is true enough that lo ts of accidents, perhaps most of 
them , occur on a straightaw ay in good driving weather. That 
seem s to point to the d riv e r him self — the human element — as 
the chief cause of trouble on the road. But this makes it no 
less true that winter driving conditions, added to the factors that 
are routinely operative, heighten the accident danger. 


The intelligent, conscientious d riv er Is aware of this added 
danger, and behaves accordingly. He keeps a sharp eye out for 
Icy patches on the road, slow s down when winter conditions 
reduce visibility, guards against trouble with the fellow who 
ro ars through a snowstorm at top speed. W inter, m ore than any 
other season, Is a tim e for defensive driving. 


Plastic House Com ing 


F or a long, long tim e, the prospective home owner's choice 
has been pretty much lim ited to wood, brick or stone. Metal has 
been used a bit for housing; witness the Quonset hut. Adobe is a 
possibility. 
But In general, wood, brick and stone are the three 
basic m aterials. 


Adults accustomed to a world In which this is so may find 
it hard to accept the plastic house. Yet plastics, in one form or 
another, may be the wave of the future so far as family housing 
is concerned. Experim ents now in progress suggest that within 
a few years house buyers will have plastic models to choose 
from .

All of them had re­ 
ceived every- known type of 
treatm ent and had failed to 
respond and therefore needed 
continued hospitalization. F o r­ 
ty of these cases, who had 
spent five to seven years in 
m ental institutions, w ere able 
to be discharged from the 
hospital and to live alm ost 
normal lives when the new 
treatm ent w as c o n t i n u e d 
faithfully. The drug is being 
studied extensively to be sure 
th a t no serious side effects 
accompany its use.

ON ‘THE GREAT TERROR* 
WASHINGTON - “ The G reat 
T erro r* ’ by Robert Conquest is 
the firs t authoritative, truly 
com prehensive account of one of 
the key events in this century— 
Josef S talin’s vast and fearful 
blood-purge of toe Soviet Un­ 
ion. As such, it is both fright­ 
ening and im portant. And since 
it has received suspiciously 
little attention to date, it is 
the topic of this rep o rt. 
It is a frightening book be­ 
cause of what It te lls us has 
been happening to huge sectors 
of human society to the suppos­ 
edly 
civilized 
20to century. 
C onsider, to begin wito, Con­ 
quest’s cool, elaborately docu­ 
m ented 
computation of those 
who lo st their lives by Stalin’s 
w ill and by toe hands of his 
dark m inions, Yagoda, Yezhov 
and B eria, and their subordi­ 
nate 
executioners, to rtu re rs 
and labor-cam p m anagers. 
A minimum count of toe dead, 
according to Conquest, includes 
7 m illion peasants who perished 
during Stalin’s forced collect­ 
ivization of agriculture, plus at 
le a st a million political purgees 
d irectly sentenced to death, plus 
another 
12 million o r m ore 
“ p o liticals” who succumbed to 
the fearful death-ln-life of the 
labor cam ps. 
“ T hus,” 
w rites 
Conquest 
coolly, “ we get a figure of 20 
m illion dead,” and he adds that 
this figure is probably far too 
low. The contrast is interesting 
wito the first George F . Ken- 
nan’s “ Siberia and the Exile 
S ystem ,” which touched off a 
perfect blaze of m oral indigna­ 
tion 
throughout 
the W estern 
world in toe late 19th century. 
When Kennan rendered his r e ­ 
port in 1891, toe C zarist po­ 
lice seldom executed their po­ 
litical 
prisoners — who w ere 
Kennan’s near-exclusive topic, 
Many “ politicals,” m oreover, 
w ere m erely exiled to S iber­ 
ian villages— Kennan describes 
picnicking with one group. And 
if Kennan can be depended upon, 
the grand total of all political 
p riso n e rs in R ussia, cumulated 
fo r the years 1879through 1884, 
was no less toan 749! 
Such was toe backw ardness of 
the m ost politically oppressive 
m ajor regime that existed any­ 
w here on earth le ss than a cen­ 
tury ago. As other proofs of p ro ­ 
g re s s besides those that Con­ 
quest offers, we need only think 
of Adolf H itler’s methodical e x ­ 
tirpations and of toe uncounted 
ten s of millions who have been 
executed as class-enem ies o r 
hustled off to labor cam ps in 
Mao Tse-tung’s China. 
T otalitarian regim es, capable 
of organizing what amounts to 
human sacrifices wito a m as­ 


sive efficiency wholly unknown 
in the barbarous past, are to 
truth a novel and ch aracteris­ 
tic feature of our century’s h is­ 
to rical 
landscape. This is a 
fact, surely, that it would be im - 
prudent not to bear in mind. 
Yet Conquest’s book Is so Im ­ 
portant for quite other reasons. 
It is im portant, to begin with, 
because Brezhnev, Kosygin and 
ju st about all toe other current 
Soviet leaders began toeir rea l 
clim bs up the official ladder to 
the period of toe terrible blood 
bath. They got their first m a­ 
jo r prom otions, in truth, by 
stepping into dead men’s shoes; 
and too often they had som e­ 
thing to do with chose shoes b e­ 
ing vacated. And this, again, is 
a fact it would seem imprudent 
to forget. 
Yet Conquest’s book is even 
m ore 
Im portant 
as 
a con­ 
tem porary warning. In England, 
one of toe chief sinners, K ings­ 
ley Martin of toe New S tates­ 
man, has actually thanked Con­ 
quest for putting so little s tre s s 
on the partisan Idiocy of the 
W estern left-wing intellectuals 
in toe period of Stalin’s gigan­ 
tic crim es. 
Yet enough of these people are 
th ere— both the rare tru th - 
te lle rs like Edmund Wilson and 
the others like Walter D uranty, 
with his P ulitzer Prize aw ard­ 
ed for grossly misleading the 
whole United States; silly, pom­ 
pous Harold 
Laski, publicy 
buttering up the 
vile, blood­ 
stained Vyshinski; Owen L at- 
tim ore, lovingly praising two 
labor-cam p bosses on a par 
with toe bosses of Belsen and 
Auschwitz; Sidney and B eatrice 
Webb and Jean -Paul S artre and 
a good many of toe rest. 
The im plied warning is im ­ 
portant 
sim ply 
because 
toe 
same so rt of partisan idiocy is 
so obviously common among in­ 
tellectual left-w ingers today. 
The Soviet Union, to be su re, 
is regarded as old hat—hardly 
different from another capital­ 
ist state, which is also a d is ­ 
astrous e r r o r. China is toe new 
dream -hom e; 
and 
toe 
new 
heroes a re figures like toe p a ­ 
thetic Che Guevara. 


There is even a good deal of 
the same so rt of grossly m is­ 
leading reporting. (Com pare, 
for exam ple, toe ludicrous ex ­ 
aggerations of Guevara’s guer­ 
rilla movement before he was 
killed and the dreary little facts 
em balmed in his diary.) And in 
the long run, one m ust add, 
there will be toe sam e d isil­ 
lusionm ent, when Chinese com ­ 
munism m utates, for exam ple, 
and another Robert Conquest 
can gather the true facts about 
Mao.

Robert R. Young won 
control of the New York C en­ 
tra l In 1954 after a dram atic 
proxy fight, lie discovered that 
the legal staff on toe ousted 
management had prepared a pe­ 
tition In bankruptcy. The C en­ 
tr a l’s finances were that p re ­ 
cario u s. 
Young said to his new p re si­ 
dent, “ Al, aren ’t you scared ?” 
P erlm an ’s answ er was an im ­ 
m ediate program of im prove­ 
m ent. He closed down some 
y ard s, enlarged o th ers, threw 
out obsolete equipm ent, even 
changed toe trac k s to accom o­ 
date the fast, modern freight 
tra in s he had been using while 
president of the Denver A Rio 
G rande W estern.

oriented trunk line into a fast 
freight line. 
The C entral had not yet re ­ 
covered when, in January 1958, 
Young com mited suicide.

P resident-elect Nixon is going

economize. H ere’s a 
way he can save money from 
his very first day in offiMS 
C api tal P laza cost the taxpayers 
over $500,000, counting the con­ 
struction of 
such tem porary 
facilities as platform s for te le­ 
vision cam eras and seats for 
newsmen and Invited guests. 
January 20 is usually cold, 
often with snow. Many people 
get colds o r even pneumonia just 
to see the P resident sw orn in. 
The new President m ust en ­ 
danger his own health, along 
wito Cabinet officials and m em ­ 
b ers of C ongress. 
No one has ever come up with 
a logical defense of toe expen­ 
sive, nonsensical outdoor c e re ­ 
mony, except to say that it is 
traditional, the way things are 
done in Washington. However, 
h e re 's an alternative that would 
keep everybody healthier: 
Why not hold tlie inaugura­ 
tion proceedings indoors in toe 
huge Washington A rm ory, not 
far from toe Capitol? 
The taxpayers would be sp a r­ 
ed toe expense of building toe 
outdoor facilities on Capitol 
P laza and, equally Im portant, 
everyone would be w arm .

Which leaves It up to the cities 
and towns to harvest the dere­ 
licts and dispose of them.

Ark., police cleared toe streets 
of almost 300 junkers in 1967. 
The Automobile Manufactur­ 
ers Association in Detroit re ­ 
ports an estimated six million 
cars and 856,000 trucks were 


junked in 1966. The figure* 
compared with 4.2 million car* 
and 583,000 truck* in 1960. 
The results are a common 
sight across the nation — a 
rusty mountain range of rotting 
cars. 
The auto wrecking Industry In 
Southern California disposes of 
about 400,000 junk cars and 
ttucks each year. The methods 
It uses to do so, shredding and 
balling, also are used in many 
other 
parts 
of the country. 
Shredding works much like a 
stone crusher. It produces fist - 
sized chunks of steel which are 
sold to industry. In balling, a car 
is compressed Into a 24-by- 
26 -by -36 Inch block of metal. 
The height of the automobile 
graveyards tends to rise and 
fall with the price of scrap 
metal. When the scrap market 
is down, the pile of autos be­ 
comes 
a growing eyesore. 
As the garbage piles across 
the 
nation grow higher and 
higher, traditional methods of 
disposal are growing inade­ 
quate. 
Sanitation men warn that col­ 
lection isn’t the main problem-. 
“ The urgent question is what to 
do with the refuse and waste 
once they are assembled." 
Burning waste, burying it, us­ 
ing It for landfill are the most 
common methods for getting the 
stuff out of sight. 
A leading philosophy is; “ If 
you can find a hole that is not 
in a residential area, you dump 
it. If you can’t, you burn it. 
In an effort to make the fill 
areas last longer, a variety of 
methods are being used or test­ 
ed which, basically, try to jam 
five pounds of garbage into a 
one pound bag. 
While incineration is a stand­ 
ard method for getting rid of 
waste, it tends to create air 
pollution. 
New 
York’s 
incinerators 
cough more than 17,000 tons of 
soot into the air annually, and 
there have been times when they 
have had to be shut down for a 
few days so the air could clear. 
The cities have been spending 
large sums of money, and will 
spend more, in an effort to clean 
up their incinerators, / ^ \ 
While man thus far has been 
able to avoid being buried by 
the mountains of garbage he 
creates, many experts are con­ 
vinced a lasting solution only 
can be reached through regional 
planning that requires the urban 
and rural areas to cooperate 
with one another. 
They suggest a “ rail-haul" 
system in which the wastes of 
the city would be loaded onto 
trains — or ships — and dumped 
In areas scarred by mining or 
at other selected disposal sites. 
Chicago is considering a plan 
which calls for refuse to be 
packed Into solid blocks, then 
shipped to abandoned 
mines 
and quarries within 250 miles of 
the city, and dumped.

Space Shuttle Craft 
Major Task Ahead 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — De­ 
velopment 
of an economical 
space shuttle to carry men and 
cargo between earth and orbit­ 
ing space stations may be the 
next major U.S. thrust in space. 
Dr. George E. Muller, asso­ 
ciate administrator for manned 
space flight, National Aeronais. 
tics and Space Administration, 
said today “ A space shuttle de­ 
velopment program, initiated 
now, could probably be forced 
to fruition before the end of 
the 1970s." 
Dr. Muller told the Common, 
wealth Club “ the basic design 
for an economical space shuttle 
could also be the immediate ate 
cestor of an air craft for terres­ 
trial point-to-point transport.** 
Using such aircraft, he said 
"no place on earth would be 
more than one hour from any 
other.»* 
The New York-Tokyo flight, 
which now takes nearly 20 
hours, could be made in 46 mix* 
utes, he said, 
"Today we have in sight the 
technology necessary for re­ 
usable space vehicles. 


"Several promising designs 
for an economical, reusable 
space vehicle already exist. 
However, the germination peri­ 
od of new designs is from 7 
to 15 years.** 
Dr. Mueller said the space 
shuttle should evolve "into a 
system which can deliver usable 
payload at a cost approaching 
$5 per'pound.*»

Locator Device 
Leads Planes 
To Target 


If Alvin Oien and his family 
had carried a new experimental 
radio locator when their plane 
crashed In the Trinity Mount­ 
ains in 1967, they might not 
have died, say federal officials. 
In an experiment 
Saturday 
the locator, a small radio trans­ 
mitter, led search planes to the 
site of the Oien crash in less 
than 40 minutes. 
In the test, Federal Aviation 
Administration officials drop­ 
ped a battery-powered Downed 
Aircraft Locator into the area. 
It took one FAA rescue plane 
37 minutes to pinpoint the lo­ 
cation and another 50 minutes. 
The locator advice, developed 
by the Garrett Corp. of Los 
Angeles, is activated by sudden 
deceleration In a crash 
and 
broadcasts a two-tone radio 
message for at least 24 hours 
from the wreckage. 
The Civil Air Patrol was in 
the area cm field exercise with 
Civil Defense in Redding and 
participated in the locator tests 
Saturday.
